=i] 3, Prior to April 1951, the Mestsxe Barracks epposite a large mill in the 
Certer of Nitra (P ho/a 62) quartered components of an infantry resiment 

which, according to a stamp of the unit, was surnamed Patransky. In the 
fall of 1951, an infantry unit, usually organized into three groups of 
about 6&0 men each, was seen ne arching throurh the town, The troops vere 
equinped with rifles, submachine guns and light machine suns. (2) An 
inetallation about 1:00 meters southwest of the “estske Sarracxsa on the 
sare side of the street was occupied by an air force unit. 


h. After April 1951, the “Zobor Barracks northeast of the %omm on the north 
sice of the road to Tormos, 2.5 km east of Mitra, housed a military collere. 
Infantry troops had been quartered there before, College students wore 
eréulets of various branches cf service and angular grade chevron and 
stripes on the lower left sleeve. About 100 students were cormissioned 
during « ceremony in the marccet square in Septenber 1951,
